Re: Gross mismanagement in the 

administration of Title 22 FMF Funds 
by U.S. Army Europe 

To whom it may concern: 

I wish to make a protected disclosure to report what I have reasonable grounds to 
believe is gross mismanagement in the administration of Title 22 Foreign Military 
Financing Funds. The specific transactions in question represent payments to the 
Ukrainian Army Academy for support of the Joint Military Training Group Ukraine 
(JMTGU) where the U.S. Army has for three years supported joint training activities 
through a program of Acquisition Cross Support Services Agreements (ACSA). 

Since June, 2017, I have served as the Financial Management Officer at the U.S. 
Embassy in Kyiv. Embassy Kyiv operates in a difficult environment because the 
U.S. Disbursing Office (USDO) does not have a local account. All payments to 
Ukrainian vendors must processed through the Embassy’s checking account and are 
considered, for USDO purposes, to be cash payments even when accomplished via 
electronic funds transfer (EFT). This puts the embassy’s finance office in the position 
of having to operate as the paying agent for European Command (EUCOM) programs 
in Ukraine, and it means that our Deputy Chief of Mission must provide 
administrative approval for large payments associated with these programs. Erom 
the very beginning of my tour, I had grave concerns about ACSA and other DOD 
payments that are processed through my office. In the fall of 2017, in connection 
with the JMTGU ACSA program, I disbursed several payments that I have since 
learned were improper. At the time, I was not in a position to know this. 
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It appears that individuals at U.S. Army Europe (USAEUR) G8 Taetieal Support 
Division, the responsible offiee, eoneealed relevant information and provided 
untruthful answers to inquiries from my offiee. Had I known the payments were 
improper, I would have deelined to disburse the funds until I was furnished proof of 
a legal eorreetion. 

In a meeting at the Embassy on Mareh 5, Colonel and of 

USAEUR G8 aeknowledged that an unauthorized eommitment existed between July 
1, 2016 and January 31, 2017. Among other things, this means that serviees during 
this period were eonsumed without pre-negotiated priees. In addition, my 
examination of the invoiees for 2015 and 2016 indieate that other irregularities may 
have existed. Eor example, I noted that projeeted numbers of meals were always 
equal to the aetual number invoieed. This suggests a breakdown of proeess. 
Normally, with a logistieian in plaee monitoring ehanges in the size of the unit and 
patterns of eonsumption, projeeted numbers would not equal aetuals. It seems 
unlikely that the pattern of meals invoieed does not represent unneeessary 
overspending. This applies to both meals for Ameriean and Ukrainian personnel. In 
faet, the high numbers of Ukrainian meals invoieed does not even seem to pass the 
eommon sense test given the size of the unit. In addition, the strueture of the invoiees 
suggest that no attempt was made during 2015 and 2016 to address the issue of 
Ukrainian Value Added Tax (VAT). ACSA invoiees issued during 2015 and 2016 
make no mention of VAT. I note that invoiees beginning in Eebruary 2017 explieitly 
address VAT, listing it as a zero item. This means that eurrent proeedure forees the 
host government to make a written representation that no VAT is being eharged. I 
think it is likely that a quiek eheek of market priees for fuel during 2015 and 2016 
would reveal that the USG unneeessarily paid VAT due to the absenee of proper 
proeedures. In addition, it is my understanding that basie eontrols over fuel, sueh as 
aeeess eontrols and log books, were not eonsistently deployed during that time period. 

Considering apparent laek of basie eontrols and the quantities of meals and fuel 
eonsumed during 2015 and 2016, it’s seems extremely likely that a large sum of 
money was wasted in support of this program. Based upon diseussions in the meeting 
at our Embassy on Mareh 5, it is my understanding that a least one internal 
investigation has been eondueted to evaluate wrongdoing and mismanagement by the 
USAEUR G8 in eonneetion with support of JMTGU. 

Regarding the JMTGU ACSA program, the speeifie evidenee I have eoneems the 
unauthorized eommitment refereneed above. The first wave of invoiees eovering this 
time period were submitted to the Embassy in late August and early September, 2017, 
with several more arriving in Deeember. We reeeived a bateh of orders that were all 
dated for the previous year. Our Deputy Chief of Mission, who saw the invoiees 
before I did, immediately spotted the potential issue. Aeting on his instruetions, my 
offiee inquired as to the reason why payment had been delayed for so many months. 
In his response of September 5, Mr. of USAEUR G8 provided a 

response that appears to have been designed to manipulate my offiee into making an 
improper payment. At that time, he was elearly aware of the unauthorized 
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coimnitment. In fact, he stated in the ratification documents (Attaclunent E) that he 
first learned of it a year earlier, m December 2016. In his response to my office, 
however, he avoided any mention of the legal violation. Rather, he discussed 
conceiiis about double billing of certain services and goes on to state that USAEUR 
had concluded the concenis were unfounded. Based upon Mi‘. response, 

I made the decision to disburse the hinds. Though Mr. explanation 

soimded plausible to me at the time, I now believe it was dishonest in two respects. 
Fust, the unit had the obligation to infonn oiu office of the iiiuatified, unauthorized 
coimnitment upon presentation of the invoices. Given their failure to do so, this 
question about dates should certainly have elicited the hill disclosure. Second, I 
heard a double billing scheme discussed in a meeting. I was told that it has been 
deteniimed that the Ukrainian govenunent definitely billed the Canadians and the 
Americans for the same set of meals and that this situation existed for seven months 
between July 1, 2016 and Janiiaiy 31, 2017. It was reiterated in a meeting that it may 
have gone back much hirther, perhaps even to the progiam’s inception and likely 
resulted in hundreds of thousands of dollars of wasted hmds. 

In tenns of concealing infonnation, it should also be noted that the orders that 
supported the payments were dated before the period of perfonnance, which would 
not nonnally be possible in such a situation. In the meeting at the Embassy on March 
5, 2018, I discussed the dates on these orders with Mi'. of USAEUR 

G8. I asked him how it was possible that the dates on the orders did not reveal the 
existence of the unauthorized coimnitment. His response was “that’s because they 
backdated them”. Apparently, ACSA orders are generated from a stand-alone system 
that does not integr ate with the system of financial records; thus, it is relatively easy 
to falsify dates. Also, m this verbal exchange, which was witnessed by our Defense 
Attache Office Operations Coordmator, ChiefI stated that 

USAEUR G8 had an ethical and legal responsibility to disclose all relevant facts to 
the Embassy. In his response, he admitted to me that “laws were broken” and that 
material facts had indeed been witlilield from the Embassy concerning official 
transactions. 

By Embassy standards, the scope of the violation is quite large. The responsible 
office has refused to provide the Embassy with a list of the affected transactions, so 
my office compiled what we believe to be a complete list, which is presented in 
Attaclunent A. We compiled this list based upon the population of vouchers 
identified within the time period diirmg which we were told orders were lapsed. The 
dollar amounts are approximate since the exchange rates varied over the time period, 
however, it appears that the value of the entire unauthorized coimnitment was 
approxmiately $1.4 million. The Embassy requested, and USAEUR agreed to 
provide, ratifications for eveiy transaction during that time period or proof that 
ratification is not needed. At the meetmg at the Embassy on March 5, Colonel 
im and^^^^^^^l of USAEUR acknowledged the imauthorized coimnitment 
and pledged to provide a legal conection within 30 days. Tliis meeting was also 
attended by myself. Management Coimselor Defense Attache 
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, ODC Chief Colonel Defense Attache Office Operations 

Coordinator ChiefEmbassy ODC representatives Lt. Colonel 
and Captain and 7ATC representatives 

To date, I have received one ratification package, which is presented in 
Attachment C. Obviously, it covers only a portion of the affected time period. I have 
reasonable grounds to believe that the remaining transactions for that time period 
totalmg to more than $1 million remain muatified. On Jime 29, 2018, I received 
email conespondence wherein the Chief of the Fiscal Law and Contract Division, 
Judge Advocate USAEUR infonns the G8 that a report of mine will paint their unit 
“in a bad light” (Attaclmient D). He is refening to a report that I prepared for an 
Interagency Working Group on Ukiaine finance issues wherein I used the 
imauthorized coimnitment as an example of the risks associated with our ciuient 
business model. He goes on to instinct the G8 to ratify the remaining tiansactions. 

I would like to request, and am willmg to assist with, an investigation of both of the 
imauthorized conmiitment and of the overall administration of the ACSA progiam 
during 2015 and 2016. On behalf of my Embassy, I reiterate my request for the 
remainmg ratifications. Though my primaiy objective in requesting an investigation 
is to provide the Embassy with evidence that this matter has been brought to a close, 
I also wish to higlilight what appear to be unacceptably loose business practices in 
the USAEUR G8 which seriously compromises their ability to execute fiiiids 
delegated to them by the Department of State. 

I also urge EUCOM to iimnediately establish financial independence fiom the 
Embassy Finance Office for its progranmiatic activities in Ukiame. In my opinion, 
given the vast scope of their activities in Ukiaine, it is mappropriate for them to lean 
on the Embassy Finance Office to support complex programs that requhe 
multiniillion-dollar payments. In addition to ACSA orders for JMTGU and the 
amiiial Rapid Trident exercise, EUCOM routinely routes all of its coimnercial 
mvoices to the Embassy for payment within Ukiaine. These Department’s Ukiaine 
progiams continue to glow and camiot be considered to be temporaiy, as we are now 
four years beyond the outbreak of conflict with no end in sight. 

The situation described in this letter ilhistiates the enoiinous risks our cuiTent 
business model presents for the Embassy and its finance staff. USAEUR outsourced 
to my office key fiuictions for processing ACSA payments but offered us none of the 
tiaining that is required for DOD persomiel processing such transactions. Had these 
invoices been processed by Defense Finance and Accounting Seiwice (DFAS), the 
improper payments would likely not have occimed. Persomiel at DFAS, who have 
specialized training and access to the systems of record, would have known that the 
orders lacked some of the required elements, such as signature in Block 22, and would 
likely discerned that the backdated documents were fake. Moreover, their access to 
GFEBS might have alerted them that the accompanying lines of accountmg were 
obligated after the fact. Given the personal liability associated with U.S. Govenmient 
finance positions, it is unfair and impnident for Embassy staff to be tasked with 
specialized activities that are beyond their expertise. Even coimnercial invoices are 
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risky to process in an Embassy setting because paper copies of contracts and funding 
memos do not provide all of the necessaiy infonnation to detect improper payments. 
Senior leadership at the ICASS Seivdce Center in Washington, DC have concuned 
with my reconunendation to divest progranmiatic support for DOD Ukiaine 
progiams. The Deputy Director’s coimnent in Januaiy 2018 was that it’s a “bridge 
too far”. To date, however, DOD has still not implemented a comprehensive solution 
that allows it to pay Ukiainian vendors independently of the Embassy. Again, I urge 
them to do so inmiediately because it will seiwe to better protect the overall interests 
of the USG.

Summary 

Between July 1, 2016 and January 31, 2017, the Aequisition Cross Support 
Agreement (ACSA) program at Joint Military Training Group Ukraine (JMTGU) 
operated without valid orders. This program is eurrently funded with State 
Department Foreign Military Finaneing. Between August 2017 and January 2018, 
US Army Europe (USAEUR) G8 Taetieal Exeeution Braneh submitted to the 
Embassy a series of invoiees pertaining to that time period. The underlying defeet 
was intentionally hidden from Embassy staff who, aeting in good faith, eertified and 
disbursed these improper payments. The payment requests were based upon false 
doeuments and untrue explanations. On Mareh 5, 2018, representatives of USAEUR 
aeknowledged at a meeting with Embassy representatives the unauthorized 
eommitment. They also made an agreement with Embassy representatives that 
should have resulted in a satisfaetory eonelusion to this matter. To date, however, 
the Embassy laeks evidenee that unauthorized eommitments totaling to more than $1 
million were properly ratified. 

In eonneetion with its lengthy investigation of this matter. Embassy Management 
would like to aeknowledge the eourteous assistanee of the 7* Army Training 
Command, espeeially the eurrent ACSA Program Administrator and Legal Advisor, 
who have exhibited the highest possible level of interageney eooperation. 

Timeline 

• 2015: In 2015, the embassy finanee offiee began to reeeive payment requests 
for the JMTGU ACSA program. These invoiees were submitted by the Offiee 
of Defense Cooperation (ODC) for payment in loeal eurreney to the Ukrainian 
Land Eorees in loeal eurreney. At that time, responsibility for ACSA 
administration resided at USAEUR. 

ACSA orders are not eommereial aequisitions subjeet to the EAR; rather they 
are inter-governmental aetivities governed by 10 USC 2341-50. These 
agreements support programmatie aetivities ineluding the annual Rapid 
Trident Exereises and the Joint Military Training Group Ukraine (JMTGU), a 
joint training base in Western Ukraine. At first, the JMTGU program was 
finaneed with a DOD appropriation; however, later on as it beeame elear these 
would be a long-term aetivities, the funding was switehed to Title 22 Eoreign 
Military Eunds. The soureing offiee did not eonsult the Embassy to aseertain 
if it eould provide payment support; rather, the invoiees suddenly began to

appear with no discussion or forewarning during the time period during which 
Embassy finance staff were overwhelmed with a dramatic increase in 
assistance funds and the overall growth of the Mission resulting from the 2014 
Revolution of Dignity. Embassy staff were stretched beyond capacity and had 
no ability to develop the expertise that would have been required to properly 
support this specialized program. 

• 2015-2017: Between 2015 and September 2017, ACSA payments equivalent 
to roughly $13,357,512 were processed through the Embassy. 

• 2017: Effective January 1, program administration for JMTGU transferred to 
7ATC. Einancial administration transferred the following month. 

• September 2017: Amidst a frenzy of year-end activity, the Embassy was 
presented with a series of payment requests that did not fit the usual pattern. 
ODC submitted on behalf of US AEUR a large batch of invoices that totaled to 
over $1 million, some of which were urgent because they had been outstanding 
for months. Some of these invoices were part of the unauthorized commitment 
and are listed below. This was problematic because their arrival coincided 
with surge of payments related to the usual year-end Embassy procurements. 
The Embassy cashier did not have sufficient cash in his account to pay these 
invoices. 

Erom the moment these invoices arrived. Embassy staff were under enormous 
pressure to pay them immediately. An Embassy DOD employee apparently 
provided the Army Academy with a tip that the long-awaited payments had 
finally been submitted to the Embassy finance office. Though it was not their 
normal practice to directly contact the finance office, employees from the 
Army Academy were calling daily pressing for quick payment. To ease the 
pressure until sufficient cash was available, the EMO contacted an ODC 
representative to request that the Army Academy be directed to cease the 
harassing phone calls. 

The invoices pertained to services provided during 2016. The order forms 
were a bit different in appearance in comparison with previous orders, but there 
was nothing in the order dates or supporting documents to suggest an

unauthorized commitment. Embassy staff requested clarification regarding 
the payment delay, inquiring via email as to the reason for processing 
payments more than one year after the invoices were issued. A USAEUR 
representative responded to the email inquiry, outlining the circumstances that 
allegedly caused the long delay in processing the invoices. In his response, he 
avoided any mention of an unauthorized commitment; rather, he outlined a 
scenario in which the delay was caused by questions about whether or not the 
host nation had billed the Canadian government for the same services. He 
stated that an investigation had disproven the double billing theory which led 
USAEUR to the conclusion that the payments should be made. Based upon 
this explanation, the Embassy EMO certified the payments. Days later, the 
Embassy cashier was able to disburse the payments using a temporary end-of 
year increase in his advance. The USAEUR representative’s email response 
seems to have been designed to manipulate the Embassy staff into processing 
an improper payment. It is now clear that the individual was aware of the 
unauthorized commitment. In fact, he has stated in the ratification that he 
discovered it in December 2016. Thus, the Embassy’s question about dates 
should have elicited an honest response about the uncorrected legal violation. 

• December 2017 - January 2018: Several other invoices were submitted by 
USAEUR to the Embassy relating to 2016 unauthorized services. Though a 
ratification for these particular invoices had been prepared, it was not 
submitted to the Embassy at that time. 

• January 2018: A representative of 7 ATC contacted the Embassy EMO to 
discuss the possibility of redirecting ACS A payments to DEAS in order to ease 
the apparent strain these orders were placing upon the Embassy. During this 
conversation, the EMO expressed concern about the large batch of payments 
presented in September. It was during this conversation that the EMO first 
learned of the unauthorized commitment. 

• January 2018: Embassy staff copied vouchers and compiled lists of ACSA 
orders in an attempt to determine the scope of the authorized commitment and 
to search for any clues that might have been missed that would have alerted 
them to the legal defects.

• February 2018: Embassy finance representatives consulted in person with 
policy and legal advisors in Charleston and Washington for advice regarding 
the unauthorized commitments. 

• February 2018: The Embassy FMO visited EUCOM headquarters to receive 
a briefing from the current ACS A program administrator of 7ATC. 

• February 26, 2018: A teleconference was scheduled to include representatives 
of USAEUR and 7ATC. During this phone call, the issue of the unauthorized 
commitment was identified and briefly discussed. No helpful information 
surfaced in that conversation. It quickly became evident that it would be 
necessary to schedule a subsequent meeting with more senior representatives. 

• March 5, 2018: A meeting was held at the Embassy comprised of the Embassy 
FMO, representatives of Embassy DOD units, and the offices responsible for 
both current and past ACSA orders, 7ATC and USAEUR. 

During this meeting, the Embassy FMO asked a USAEUR representative 
about the dates on the 2016 orders. Pointing to one of the improper invoices, 
she inquired how it was possible that the ACSA orders were dated before the 
period of performance. The representative’s response was “well, that’s 
because they backdated them”. He further admitted that “laws were broken”. 
This verbal exchange, which confirms that USAEUR representatives 
knowingly manipulated Embassy employees into disbursing improper 
payments, was witnessed by the Embassy DAO Operations Coordinator. 

• March 5, 2018: In a briefing to senior Embassy DOD leaders, USAEUR 
pledged to provide ratifications for all orders pertaining to the time period July 
1, 2016 through January 31, 2017 or proof that ratification is not necessary. A 
time frame of 30 days was discussed and agreed upon. 

• March 5, 2018: USAEUR representatives inquired about the unpaid invoice 
#3 relating to 2016 services. They were advised that since the invoice arrived 
after the Embassy became aware of the unauthorized commitment, payment 
would not be possible until a ratification is provided.

• May 16, 2018: A representative of USAEUR provided the Embassy with a 
ratification that covers a portion of the transactions processed for the time 
period in question. Depending on what date you use to convert currency, the 
value of the ratification ranges from $334,000 to $353,000. The ratification 
report was dated August 30, 2017. 

• June 2018: Due to its inability to collect information from USAEUR on the 
total value of the unauthorized commitment, the Embassy compiled its own 
records by identifying every voucher that appeared to be related to the time 
period of lapsed orders. The Embassy estimates the total unauthorized 
commitment totals to around $1.4 million, of which more than $1 million does 
not appear to have been ratified. 

• June 28, 2018: The EMO received an email in which the Chief of the Contract 
and Eiscal Law Division, Office of the Judge Advocate, USAEUR instructs the 
G8 to ratify the remaining transactions in order to satisfy legal requirements 
and the Embassy’s requests. 

• July 6, 2018: The Lead for “All Things Ukraine”, in order to facilitate 
communication between the Embassy and the G8, contacted the EMO for an 
explanation of what documents would be required in order to satisfy the 
Embassy’s requirements. He agreed that USAEUR should move forward with 
the process of ratification but acknowledged that it may take some time due to 
the fact that some of the personnel involved are no longer with that unit. 

• July 20, 2018: The Embassy still awaits receipt of remaining ratifications.

The report will also state that someone from USAREUR 
at the 5 March 2018 meeting admitted that we "backdated" documents and 
"broke the law". Einally, the report will state that USAREUR has failed to 
comply with its promises from the 5 March 2018 meeting to provide proof of 
ratification (or show why ratification is not necessary) for all ACSA orders 
from 1 July 2016 to 31 January 2017. 

This also gives context for the ongoing contract payment issues regarding 
Port-o-Potties in the Ukraine (embassy EMO is refusing to certify the 
payment on that contract). The Port-o-potties contract might get worked 
out, but it might require a creative certifying solution 

The report from the Embassy EMO will be going up in the near future. I 
know we submitted a ratification packet for one of the 2016 bills, but now 
might be the time to submit packets on all of the 2016 bills at issue. In the 
past I had recommended having the G8 sign a memorandum that the 
payments were proper in lieu of full ratification packets, but we might be 
passed that point now. 

This report paints us in a very bad light and we need to do something to 
mitigate it beyond just saying the EMO is misstating things. I recommend 
ratifying the rest of the 2016 payments that were sent for payment in 
September 2017, as I think it would be a good gesture.
